BLOODSHED IN CRETE. 


Battle Provoked by Turks—Many Chris­ 
tians Killed. 
Canea, Crete, June 28.—An armed 
force of 1,200 Mussulmans made a sor­ 
tie from Canea last night, crossed the 
military cordon and surprised the in­ 
surgents at Kanlikastelli, three hours 
distant. A desperate combat ensued, 
in which thirteen Mussulmans were 
and 
twelve wounded. 
The 
Christian inhabitants of the district 
are preparing to make reprisals by 
land and sea. 
Late advices show that many Chris­ 
tians were killed, as well as many 
Turks, in engagements that have pre­ 
ceded the principal fighting at Kanli- 
kastelli. The whole district Is greatly 
excited. 
The trouble arose from the encroach­ 
ments of Mussulmans refugees, who at­ 
tempted to pasture their cattle within 
the limits of the neutral zone.

Progress of Tariff Bill—The Debate on

Washington, June 28.—The Repub­ 
lican tariff managers are still hopeful 
that the present may prove to be the 
last week of the tariff debate in the 
senate. All the schedules have been 
gone over once, leaving nothing to be 
done but to consider the paragraphs In 
the various scehdules which have been 
passed when reached in their regular 
order because of differences of opinion 
among the Republicans themselves. 
Many of these differences have been 
adjusted in the Republican ranks, but 
the Democrats will naturally take ad­ 
vantage of their knowledge of the feel­ 
ing existing among their opponents to 
debate some of the questions at length. 
It is understood now that coal, leather, 
hides and lead ore will each be vigor­ 
ously discussed, as will also the ques­ 
tions, though mofe briefly, of reciproc­ 
ity, the treatment of trusts and the dis­ 
position of the Hawaiian reciprocity 
treaty. 
In view of the determination of the 
Democrats to exploit all these ques­ 
tions and others as well it would seem 
impossible to conclude the 
senate’s 
work on the bill before the end of the 
week, and it is more than probable that 
the final work will be reserved for the 
following week. 
The house will continue this week 
its policy of adjournment from Monday 
until Thursday. After that its course 
will depend upon the action of the sen­ 
ate. If by any chance a vote should 
be had on the tariff bill Wednesday or 
Thursday the house probably will re­

1849. 


F o rty -E ig h t Y ears A go T oday, T h e G azette 
T old o f th e Scourge. 
Vivid pictures of th e cholers scare 
w ere brought back by reference to a 
file of T he G azstte published fo rty - 
eig h t years ago today. 
T he G azette 
of June 28, 1819, is full of cholera 
stories. 
The disease was prevalent a t 
different centers of population in th e 
U .S . T he report of deaths in Chicago 
fo r the week following Ju n e 15 places 
lbe num ber a t fifteen. 
It was not until la te r in th e year 
how ever, th a t Janesville had its first 
rea^ 
experience 
w ith 
th e plague. 
Douglas McKay died in Janesville of 
cholera 
Aug. IC. 1849. 
T his is th e 
tir&t death recorded from th is cause in 
to e city. 
A ll through J me, Ju ly and A ugust 
th e G iz 'tte dies abound in cholera 
notes, com nuaications from physicians 
suggestions as to th e treatm en t of the 
disease and p*ec*u’Annary advice. 
A lo cal authority when ask-»d to de­ 
fine coolers s .y s in his com m unication 
th a t it H h em o rrh a g ic term ination or 
a m anifestation of the dying phenome­ 
n a of scorbutus. 
Citizens thougnt th a t cholera was 
bad enough, b at w bea this definition 
w as sprung upon them , a general scare 
resulted. 
T he disease broke out during subse­ 
q u en t sum m ers up to and including 
1851. 
It was undoubtedly due to the 
poor s n itary condition of th e ports of 
en try and the lack of adequate q u a r­ 
an tin e regulations. 
A bout the only 
protection enjoyed by th e m iddle w est 
w as its com parative isolation. 
In spite cf the railroad c o n n e c to r 
of Janesville w ith 
M ilw aukee and 
stag e line and rail connections w ith 
Chicago, the city enjoyed practical 
im m unity. 
Only one record of any 
trouble as late as th is date is m ade, it 
being a case of cholera in Johnstow n. 
A t the tim e W aukesha was losiag 
ab o u t tw o citizens a day and deaths in 
Chicago were quite num erous.
